THE FUTURE. 
The near approach to completion of the 
©. & E. railway renders it advisable that the 
question of its effect upon this settlement 
should be considered in all its bearings. It 
isa general complaint that the advent of a 
railway into an old and previously isolated 
settlement such as this does not always fulfil 
the promises of the promoters or the expect- 
ations of the pioneers as to the bencfits to be 
derived by them from its existence and ser- 
vices. It is a matter of common report that 
the advent of the railway to Prince Albert 
has tended to make previously hard times 
still harder, without as yet contributing any 
compensating advantages. Articles of ordin- 
ary import have not been materially reduced 
in price owing to high local railway rates 
charged on such classes of goods, while 
prices of home products are reduced by be- 
ing brought into direct competition with 
outside products, which the lower @ailway 
rates on these classes of freight permits, In 
addition there either: is nothing to export or 
there is a difficulty in finding a satisfactory 
market. Many of the people whose occupa- 
tion for years has been freighting are now 
permanently out of work and have not yet 
had time to get into some other profitable line 
of business. Freight is now paid for in cash 
and all business is done ona cash basis, 
while cash is harder to get than ever. This 
may be an overdrawn picture but it is such 
as isdrawn by people from Prince Albert 
themselves, and will answer for purposes of 
comparison and argument. Is the effect at 
Edmonton likely to be the same? and if so 
What means are to be taken to avoid such a 
state of affairs, and bring the business of the 
country toa paying railroad basis at the 
earliest possible date? 

In the first place the circumstances preced- 
the commencement and completion of the 
©. & E. road differ very materially from those 
at Prince Albert. The latter place received 
a set back in 1885, from which it has not yet 
recovered, The same year marked a turn in 
the tide of prosperity for Edmonton. Good 
erops were reaped here in 1885, 1586, 
Iss88, 1889 and 1890, the only partial failure 
occurring in 1887, This fact has been kept 
as prominently before the public as circum 
Stances permitted, While Prince 


yoing to the dogs for lack of a railway, Ed- 
monton kept the best side of its case out, 
and instead of bewailing disadvantages did 
what could be done to over come them, 
a result although Prince Albert got the rail 
waya year before Edmonton this place has 
already this season—before the railway has 
yet reached us—reecived an accession of 
population variously estimated at from 800 
to 1000, and the ery is not ‘still they come,” 
but "They have not yet begun to come.” 
During the same period Prince Albert with a 
completed railway has received littl or no 
increase of population. The incoming sot- 
lers have not brought much wealth with 
them, but they have brought eaough for 
men of energy and industry, with the oppor: 
tunitios here offered, to du well for them 

solves and for the rest of the district. They 
at least have come free handed and square with 
the world, The benefit of this influx of pop 
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Albert 
published far and wide that the district was

a while, but most of them are farmers, and 
look to an enlarged market for their crops to 
more than make up the loss of the freight to 
them. Regarding payment: it has always 
been the custom to pay a large proportion of 
the freight in cash, rates have always been 
proportionately higher here than at Prince 
Albert, 80 that if the business man has to pay 
all cash for freight he will pay lower rates, 
and get his goods through more quickly, 
safely and in larger packages. A feature of 
the freighting business at Edmonton was 
that the cash paid here for freight, and a 
great deal of other cash besides, was spent 
by the freighters for themselves and friends 
in Calgary in the purchase of supplies. 
With the advent of the railway the trade of 
the Edmonton district will be more concen- 
trated at Edmonton than ever before. 

So far then the railway will certainly bea 
benefit; but the main point is, How is this 
district of greatly increased population and 
production going to get the cash to pay its 
bills tothe outside world for the groceries, 
clothing, implements ete., which it will 
require. Of those articles which can be 
cheaply, certainly and abundantly produced 
here we mut raise more than we consume 
and must find a suitable market for the sur- 
plus. The experience of the past years has 
shown that this district is pre-eminently 
adapted to the production of cattle, oats, 
barley, potatoes, butter and eggs. Other 
products such as wheat and flax, horses, 
sheep, hogs, etc. can be raised here as well 
as in any other part of the Northwest or 
Manitoba, but the first mentioned are un- 
questionably our specialties. A good market 
for all these products exists on the British 
Columbia coast, which at present draws its 
supplies chiefly from Manitoba and California, 
We have an advantage in distance over 
Manitoba andin quality over California, so 
that our far western location, ordinarily 
considered adisadvantage witha view to 
markets, is our great advantage, and the 
one upon which we can most confidently 
rely. 

There may be no surplus of home products 
this year owing to the increase of population, 
but with the increased production of next 
year a market must be found, It is not too 
soon for enquiries to be set on foot as to what 
classes of produce can be shipped to the coast 
most profitably, and what are the congitions 
of quality, packing, ete., required, These 
important points, and a full knowledge of 
them atan early date, would certainly do 
much to stave off the depression almost 
naturally resulting from a sudden change to 
a new order of things, in which the local 
farmer has to compete for the first time with 
the outside world,sbut on the other hand 
has for the first time the opportunity to 
compete with it,

A BAD DEAL. 


An envelope containing a mixture ofseeds, 
dirt, wheat and a very few oats was left at 
the BCLLETiN office this week, accompanied 
by the following letter from Col. Jarvis: “I 
send you a sample of some of the oats furn- 
ished by the Edmonton farmers to the C. & 
E. Co. Many of the contractors think they 
are a sample of the grain generally grown in 
the Edmonton district. I have seen lots of 
bags this spring just as bad as the sample 
I send you” Thaveno doubt the story will 
be published below, andI do not think it 
will bea very good advertisement for our 
country.” Notwithstanding the sample of 
rubbish received or the bad impression that 
such asample naturally gives outsiders re- 
garding Edmonton's brag crop, it is still a 
fact that oats give a more prolific yield and 
the grain is of a better quality than in any 
other part of Canada, If the C. & E. com- 
pany paid for oats and§vot rubbish it isa re- 
flection onthe fair dealing of a few of the 
settlers rather than on the capabilities of the 
district. The oatswere purchased and stor- 
ed in sacks, and consequently the receiving 
agent could not possibly know what was in 
every sack. This may have been taken 
advantage of by some parties to palm off 
rubbish, But on the other hand a large 
proportion of the oats purchased by the 
railway company were both heavier and 
cleaner that those they purchased in Mani- 
toba—as all might and would have been had 
they been received in bulk so that they 
could have been inspected on delivery,
